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Report of School Board. 


To the Citizens of the Town School District in the Town of 
Madison : 


We hereby submit to you for inspection a report of our 
schools and district affairs for the year ending Feb. 15, 1894. 


SCHOOL AT MADISON CORNER. 


« 


Summer term was taught by Mrs. Samuel M. Harmon of 
this town. Mrs. Harmon’s long and successful experience as 
a teacher is so well known to all that she hardly needs comments 
from us. Suffice it to say that this school was in every way 
satisfactory and profitable. 

Winter term was taught by Mr. Geo B. Cameron, of 
Conway. ‘This school was for the benefit of the whole town 
district and opened with upward of forty pupils, some of whom 
were not of the most orderly in conduct and behavior. In 
schools like this we cannot expect perfection. Mr. Cameron is 
a gentlemau of good habits and a thorough scholar, and worked 
hard for the interest of his scholars. We believe that it was no 
fault of his if all of his scholars were not benefitted by his 
j2bors. 


SCHOOL AT SILVER LAKE. 


Summer term was taught by Mrs. Hattie Warren, of this 
town. Mrs. Warren had taught previous schools at this place 
with perfect success, but in this term there was considerable 
dissatisfaction throughout the school. Although we did not 
consider it wholly her fault we did not feel warranted in giving 


the school to her charge in the fall term. 
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Fall term was taught by Miss Susan S. Evans, of Frye- 
burg, Me. Miss Evans is an experienced teacher and a thor- 
ough scholar. Her whole interest was for her pupils, for whom 
she labored hard. The scholars advanced well under her charge, 
and satisfaction prevailed. 


SCHOOL AT NICKERSON SCHOOL-HOUSE, 


Both summer and fall terms were taught by Mrs. Isaac W. 
Frost, of this town. Both terms were very ably conducted, 
and the scholars made great and thorough advancement. | 


SCHOOL AT MASON SCHOOL-HOUSE. 


Both summer and fall terms were taught by Miss Mabel 
Nickerson, of this town, who is a conscientious worker in the 
school-room and spares no pains for the benefit of her pupils 
under charge. We believe both schools were worthy of com- 
ment, and of much profit to all concerned. ; 


SCHOOL AT TASKER SCHOOL-HOUSE. 


Both summer and fall were taught by Miss Cora M. 
Merrow, of this town. Miss Merrow displays many excellent 
qualifications for a teacher. We think that this school has 
advanced much under her charge, and we feel warranted in 
saying that her work was faithfully and well done. 


In conclusion, let us say that we believe our teachers as a 
class have more than ordinarily discharged their duties. | While 


perfect success does not crown the labor of all, yet we believe 


it to be no lack of interest on their part, but rather on the part 
of parent and pupil. We know there is a want of interest by 
the parents. They should try and encourage their children to 
attend school rather than allow them to run about the streets 
while school is in session. Remember that regular attendance 
and close application are the only producers of good scholar- 
ship. No teacher can learn a Jesson for the pupil, if that pupil 


does not study. Again, no teacher can hinder the child’s learn-— 


ing, if the child is found to study, although we often hear the 
absurd expression made by the parents that their children do 


7a 
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not know any more when school finishes than they did when it 
began. Our school buildings have been much improved during 
the past season. The school-houses both at Madison Corner 
and Madison sections have been made quite respectable, but 


_ there yet remains a need of some improvement in the accom- 


modation buildings, which are both immoral and unsanitary. 
While we think there has been much improvement in our 

schools for the past few years there yet remains a lack of inter- 
est on the part of the parents. Children are more apt to mind 
the persuasions of the parents than of teachers or committees. 
For this reason parents should try’ and impress the need of 
knowledge on the minds of their children early, and stimulate 
them to an interest in learning, reminding them that knowledge, 
although only obtained by close and constant application in 
studying the many truths of the world, is that element which 
makes man higher, nobler and better than all others of the ani- 
mal kingdom.
